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As has already been stated in the RECORD, 
the gifts have come from all over the coun- 
try and all over the world. Without at- 
tempting a complete and exhaustive analysis, 
it is interesting to note that they have come 
from all parts of the United States, and from 
many parts of the country where little might 
have been expected much has come. For in- 
stance, our Southwestern Agency, comprising 
the states of Texas, Oklahoma, and Louisiana, 
has sent nearly $28,000. The Northwestern 
and the Pacific Agencies have both responded 
well to the needs of the hour, and it is evident 
that the Society has grown into a new place 
in the knowledge and regard of these great 
communities. In general, the more newly de- 
veloped portions of our country have shown an 
interest which promises well for the future. 

As to the subscriptions from foreign lands, 
it would be within bounds to say, the sun 
does not go down upon the circle of Christian 
contributors to this Endowment Fund. 

Subscriptions from the Hawaiian Islands 
recall that the first complete translation of 
the Bible into a non-Christian language pub- 
lished by this Society was the Hawiian ver- 
sion, in the early sixties. It is only a dozen 
years since the Philippine Islands escaped 
from the grim distinction of being the one 
country in all the world in which three hun- 
dred years of Christian sovereignty had given 
the people no part of the Bible. In the list 
of contributions to the Endowment Fund is a 
gift of $50 from the Philippine Islands, where 
the circulation of the Bible is now free. 

Many of these gifts are from churches 
which wish to show their appreciation of 
their own origin in the work of the Society. 
Many gifts come from missionaries who 
wish to acknowledge in some slight way their 
own dependence upon the Society for the 
chief implement of their work, and many con- 
tributions to the Endowment, all the more 
precious because small, have been sent by con- 
verts, who know in their own experience how 
precious and how powerful are the words of the 
Bible. Of this latter class of gifts was the con- 
tribution of less than one dollar from a group 
of ragged mountaineers of the Miao tribes in 
the southwesternmost corner of China. 

Gifts have come also from Japan, from mis- 
sionaries in Korea, who accompany the gift 
with the sentence, ‘“ We who know what the 
Bible Society is doing would gladly give more 
if we had it.’’ Others of these precious gifts, 
which are also testimonies, have come to us 
from Liberia in Africa, and from the British 
colony of North Nigeria, as well as from the 
picturesque field of discord commonly known 
as the Turkish Empire. 

It would be interesting to follow up the 
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history of some of the native churches, which 
from different parts of the world have sent 
their collections to help swell the whole 
amount. A score of different churches in 
Mexico have thus participated in the great 
work. In South America, as we look over the 
list we come across a name entered as in the 
province of Entre Rios. This carries us back 
immediately to 1863, when a missionary re- 
siding at Buenos Ayres sent one or two 
Testaments and afew portions into this prov- 
ince. The little books were received by the 
people with gratitude and joy so touching 
that the report of it resulted in the formation, 
in 1864, of the La Plata Agency of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society, with its headquarters at 
that time in Rosario, the latter place also fig- 
uring this year on the list of contributors to 
the Endowment Fund. 

Other contributions come from Uruguay 
and Paraguay, republics which were first vis- 
ited by the Agent of the American Bible So- 
ciety in 1874, where in many cases a single 
copy of the New Testament became the basis 
from which sprang a new evangelical church, 
and from which also in its early days Mr. 
Milne, the Agent of the American Bible So- 
ciety, used to write so frequently to different 
American Missionary Societies in the United 
States, urging the need and opportunity for 
preachers to lead the people, that he became 
known at missionary society headquarters as 
“the Man from Macedonia.”’ 


The name of La Paz in Bolivia figures 


upon the list for a contribution. In 1882, 
when the Society first contemplated work in 
Bolivia, it was assured by those who had tried 
it that mountains of prejudice and opposition 
absolutely barred'the way to the circulation 
of God’s Word—mountains as great and as 
impassable as the Andes. Nevertheless, La 
Paz was reached in 1883 by Mr. Milne and Mr. 
Penzotti with Scriptures which have worked 
like leaven among the people ever since. 
Ecuador is another of the republics of 
South America whence a contribution was re- 
ceived for the Endowment Fund. It is only 


twenty-five years since the circulation of the 


Bible in Ecuador was a penal offense. In 
1885 nine boxes of Bibles, landed by the 
Society at Guayaquil, were ordered to be 
burned. By dint of much petitioning the 
Society was allowed to ship them out of the 


country instead of giving them up to the rub-— 


bish crematory. 

Contributions also have come from Peru. 
Some of the money came from a church at 
Callao which grew up under the influence of 
a Bible colporteur and was handed Over, an 
unexpected fruit of Bible distribution, to an 
American missionary by Mr. Penzotti in 1892. 
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Bits of the history of nations appear in 
these lists of the world-wide contributions. 
One does not commonly think of the Walden- 
sians as living in any notable number in South 
America, but in adding together from the lists 
the contributions of the Waldensian churches 
in different parts of South America, we find 
that these churches have sent to the Endow- 
ment Fund $174. 

Welsh churches in different parts of Ar- 
gentina have maintained the reputation of 
their people as lovers of the Bible by sub- 
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scriptions to the Endowment Fund of over 
$390. 

Altogether, the plain facts make a wonder- 
ful story. Many of our friends regard it as 
wonderful chiefly because of the great sum of 
money now placed in the hands of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society for its sacred work. It 
will not be surprising, however, if one of the 
great results of this subscription shall prove 
to have been the stirring of new interest and 
enthusiasm for the great and original purpose 
of the Society. God grant it! 


The Annual Report from China. 


HE report of the China Agency is em- 
phatically a report of progress, and 
progress, 
so far as 
figures can 
show it, be- 
yond all 
previous re- 
cords. The 
direct is- 
sues for 
OOS) aire 
more than 
twice as 
large as 
those of 
1908. Dr. 
Hykes, the 
Agent of 
the Society, 
makes a 
necessary 
distinction 
between 
“Tssues’? and “‘Circulation.’”’ He does not 
always succeed in circulating all that he is- 
sues, and sometimes he circulates more than 
he issues in any one year. The direct issues 
‘for 1909 were 1,008,020. The indirect issues 
‘include sales to other Bible societies, trans- 
fers, etc., and they reach 1,028,496. This is an 
lincrease in direct issues of 525,188 copies over 
ast year. The circulation for 1908 was 594,- 
952. This year it is 849,276 copies. A large 
percentage of these books are ‘* Portions ’’— 
that is, mostly single books, usually Gospels, 
-sometimes the four Gospels or other groups

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of books. But it is noteworthy that the num- 
ber of whole Bibles sold is greatly increasing, 
and that the other books of the Bible are in 
demand. The intelligent classes are awake 
as never before to Western literature and its 
value to China. This assures a better sale 
for the whole Bible. 

While this article was being written startling 
news has come from Chang:sha, in the Hunan 
province, of an anti-foreign cutbreak, accom- 
panied by the destruction of various mission 
stations and the scattering of missionaries. 
Our readers will therefore be much interested 
in the following quotation from the Rev. G. C. 
Warren, of the Wesleyan Mission there. Mr. 
Warren, gives a graphic description of certain 
religious pilgrims and their curious habits: 


Distribution of Testaments and Tracts to 
Pilgrims in Hunan 

In the centre of the province of Hunan 
lies a mountain which claims for over four | 
thousand years to have been regarded as a 
sacred mountain by the Chinese. Four peaks 
were regarded as in a way guardians of the 
north and south, east and west of the old em- 
pire. Of these the one in Hunan is the southern, 
The name ‘“‘Southern Peak”’ is the ordinary 
name by which it is known. Mt. Heng, 
though it gives the name to the county in 
which it is situated and is the name used in 
Chinese maps, is in common talk almost con- 
fined to the county and its county town. In- 
deed, guide stones (which take the place in — 
China of our western guide posts) are often 
geen at a branch road telling the traveler to 
turn to the right for the ‘“Southern Peak”’ and 
to the left for Mt. Heng. 

Year by year during the eighth month 
(which this year began on September 14th _ 
and ended on October 13th) immense crowds 
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of pilgrims come from each of the sixty-eight 
counties or departments of the province and 
many also from the neighboring provinces. 

One class of pilgrims, however, wear a 
special garb—the garb of a convicted and 
transported felon. A reddish cotton cloth 
jacket and trousers make up the essential part 
of this dress, and indicate that the wearer re- 
gards himself as a convicted felon, who de- 
serves the wrath of the gods and who is 
striving to avert that wrath and atone for the 
sins which have roused it 
by a special form of pil- 
grimage. From his home 
door to the mountain top 
this pilgrim carries a little 
stand held in both hands. 
It is about six inches long, 
five inches wide, and three 
or four inches high. On 
the outside there is a rim 
which carries a dozen or 
twenty incense sticks. 
Every five or seven steps 
the pilgrim bends and 
places the stand on the 
ground, then kneels and 
touches the edge of the 
stand with his forehead. 
As he rises he raises the 
stand to the level of his 
head, while standing with 
both feet together. Then 
he recommences the meas- 
ured stride, which, while 
being a good stretch, is 
always a graceful step and never a jump. 
Whether the ‘‘five’’ or “seven” step stand- 
ard is selected depends on the wish of the 
pilgrim himself. 

There is something intensely interesting 
about this kind of pilgrim. The cause of the 
pilgrimage is occasionally a vow made in 
sickness, that is the price for the prayed-for 
recovery. But even then the sickness is usu- 
ally that of a parent, and only on rare occa- 
sions that of the pilgrim himself. More fre- 
quietly the vow is due to the death of a 
parent. The pilgrim seeks by his own auster- 
ities to win certain respites from suffering to 
his dead father or mother. He may be able to 
gain actual release from the prison to which 
all but a most select few of China’s multitudes 
expect to be consigned after death. 

From his home, in front of the living 
parent or of the tablet of the dead parent 
where the criminal dons his robes, every 
three of five or seven steps a prostration is 
performed. Little straw pads cover the 
knees, but otherwise no help is gained from 
staff or stick. Kneeling, the touching of the 
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little platform with the forehead (in the 
temple courts, the pavements are touched, 
the platform being placed a little to the left 
of the head), the rising at ‘‘attention”’ are all 
performed with a lithe grace that impresses a 
western onlooker with the physical endurance 
of the worshiper. Lines of twelve or even 
twenty of these pilgrims atrive here during 
the central fortnight of the eighth month 
from centers that are some tens of miles or 
even hundreds of miles away. I saw over 
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twenty last night that had come from the 
neighboring province of, Kuangtung, about 
350 miles away. The selection of three, five, 
or seven steps is at the option of the wor- 
shiper. The three step is rare; fives and 
sevens are about equally common. The last 
two involve some 250 or 350 prostrations 
every mile, with additions for every shrine 
passed on the road. The Kuangtung pil- 
grims will have made close on to 100,000 
prostrations each by the time their journey is 
finished. 

The American Bible Society at once com- 
plied with a request to make a grant of a 
presentation copy of the New Testament to — 
each of these worshiping pilgrims. The cost 
of the special grant has been met with by a 
check from a subscriber to the funds. 

Much prayer has been made in preparation 
for the distribution. We ask that even more 
prayer should follow it. The Testaments 
have been received much more kindly than 
we could have expected. It has been the 
exception, rather than as we feared might be 
the rule, for the books to be declined. Some

skill has been necessary to accomplish this. 
It would be perfectly useless to offer the pil- 
grims anything when actually engaged on 
their journey. They must be followed at 
evening times to their hotel (which is very 
frequently a temple as well asa hotel). Some 
suavity of manner and conversational power 
is necessary to prevent misunderstanding. A 
foreigner is generally less able to do the 
actual work than a Chinese. Now and again 
some little reasoning is necessary to make 
the gift acceptable, but occasionally the rea- 
soning comes from the recipient. ‘‘ Throw 
them away, they are foreign books,’’ said a 
bystander to one group yesterday evening. 
“Are you jealous that they are only giving 
to us and not to you?” was the unexpected 
retort. “‘They are foreign books,”’ was all 
that the bystander could say. “Isa foreigner 
not courteous when he makes one a gift and 
asks no money in return? Would you have 
me less courteous than him ?”’ and the offered 
books were received with a courtesy that 
thrilled the Christian helper. 

Surely there is something in this idolater 
that is worth saving. One is led to pray that 
in the transition from heathendom to Christi- 
anity no valuable trait may be lost. The 
adoption of a criminal garb is a startling 
commentary on the great command,‘ Let him 
take up his cross daily,”’ the selflessness that 
seeks to win a parent from suffering. What 
might not that accomplish if turned to win- 
ning men who are living in sin and wickedness 
to purity and “holiness? If the terryifying 
nightmare of Buddhistic hells leads to such 
voluntary acceptance of discomfort and weari- 
ness, what might the reasonable but solemn 
utterances of our Lord as to the future state 
of the wicked not do? One seems to see 
gathered here in these bands of pilgrims 
the possibilities of a new China. Truly “the 
fields are white unto the harvest. Pray the 
Lord of the harvest to make of these men 
laborers in the harvest field.”’

You have I believe already been informed

a member of our church and has been for 


many years greatly respected for his consist- 
ent character and faithfulness as a bookseller. 
It has been one of the refreshing sights of the — 
city to me personally, as I have gone about 
my duties, to see the blind man led about by. 


one of his children, often in the most severe 
weather, doing his work. : a 
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I now write to ask if you can see anyway 

of helping the family financially. There is a 
widow and five children (only one of the latter 
at present earning money). 
During the floods here in the spring, and 
just after the freshet and the consequent dis- 
tress, they went through towns and villages 
preaching and distributing portions of Scrip- 
ture. ‘They had just been studying about the 
plagues of Egypt and their lessons, and they 
went everywhere, with the burden of their 
message being the meaning of God’s judg- 
ments in the way of famine, pestilence, and 
the like. And they got a very attentive hear- 
ing. 

The Rev. B. F. Bean, of Canton, who is in 
charge of our work in the absence of the Rev. 
Mr. Alf, writes. The accompanying picture 
is of Mr. Alf anda group of colporteurs, some 
of whom have crossed into Hunan, where the 
riots occurred, and distributed Bibles there. 


I want to mention one man who came to 
us this year to help in this great work of dis- 
tributing the Word of God. Ido not need 
to mention his name, but want to tell of his 
work. When he first came to us he said he 
did not want any salary for his work ; he just 
wanted some of the precious books, so that he 
could go about among his own people and 
sell them. He is a man of means and does 
not need to work; and more than that, such a 
man in China is laughed at if he himself does 
hard work; but he said, ‘“The time is so 
short, I fear, in which our people may have an 
opportunity to hear of Jesus that I must work.” 
So at first we let him have books to sell, but 
later we let him have one paid man to help 
him, and now he is superintending three men 
for us. He takes no salary for himself and 
says he wants only enough for the men’s 
food and clothing that are working under 
him. This amounts to about $2.75 U. S. cur- 
rency per month. He is one among a thou- 
sand Chinese who is really enthusiastic. He 
works because he loves the Word and its 
Author. While some call him a fanatic, God 
is using him to bless his fellow-countrymen. 
May God still keep him and use him. He was 
with usthis morning andled the prayer at our 
morning devotion. It does one’s soul good 
to see and know a manlike this, who has come 


out from under the bondage of heathenism 
and is now really enjoying the sunlight of 


God. Again we say, God bless him. 

We want to relate one more incident that 
occurred in the field where one of our colpor- 
teurs is working. It was a district that was 
infested with robbers. The robbers were 
known to have been hiding ina temple of the 
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district. The Magistrate of that district had 
met with some of our men, and in particular 
a man who has some of our books in a little 
bookstore. He had learned from him the 
folly of idolatry and some truths about Chris- 
tianity. The following is the result. He, the 
Magistrate, went to the temple and gave a 
lecture to the idols to the following effect: 
‘Vou are not good spirits or you would not 
permit thieves to stay in yourtemple.”” Then 
he took the idols out and chopped off their 
heads and issued the following edict: 


““Pprcer BY THE MAGISTRATE OF THE SAN 
Ninc District, SOUTHERN CHINA. 


“Information is hereby given that Mr. 
Lam Sen In, who has charge of the American- 
Chinese Bookstore in the city of Tik Hoi, has 
published a book, the object of which is to 
awaken the Chinese out of their dreams. The 
title of the book is ‘A Sounding Bell to Arouse 
the People.’ The book is written in the four 
character style. I have examined the book 
carefully. The object of this work is to en- 
lighten and instruct the people; also to help 
to eradicate superstitious beliefs, and to es- 
tablish the truth. The book will also help to 
give prosperity by the overthrow of destruc- 
tive delusions. The writer uses vigorous 
language, but his heart is right. He uses a 
variety of illustrations to emphasize his state- 
ments and to awaken the interest of his 
readers, just as the watchman strikes the bell 
to arouse the people. 

“Por this good work I praise this man. I 
should liketo have Mr. Lam print morebooks, 
and distribute to the people. J urge people of

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all classes to buy and read these books, and 
to inform others. By so doing we shall help 
to banish evil practices and to establish use- 
ful ones. The book has much value, and you 
should all take heed to my words, and not 
slight this edict.” 

The Word of God is being distributed. 
It is being read. It is having the inevitable 
results. May the Heavenly Father still con- 
tinue to bless its spread and all who have a 
part in this great work.” 


The Rev. F. C. Crouse reports from Kiu- 
kiang, in the Yang-tse Valley: 


From the beginning of the year 1909, as we 
look back upon the months, the work of the 
Bible Society in this section has been en- 
couraging, for there has not been a dis- 
couraging report from the colporteurs in ref- 
erence to their reception in any of the many 
cities and villages which they have visited to 
distribute the Word. 

Then again, during the last half of the 
year we have endeavored to train the men in 
method and system of distribution. Instead 
of going from one large city to another and 
spending most of their time in the large cen- 
ters, we have sent them out two and two 
and given them sections of the district, and, 
starting from a center, canvass each home in 
each section and accost travelers on the 
roads, so far as possible to do this, and in 
this way thoroughly present the Gospel on 
the field as far as they have gone. Thus,. 
during the year, with an average of eleven 
full-time men, we have, together, disbursed 
within twelve of 47,000 copies. 
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The Year in the South Atlantic Agency 


HE South Atlantic Agency, established 
in 1907, includes the states of Virginia, 
West Virginia, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, and Florida, with headquarters 
in Richmond. It has had a prosperous year. 
The first year of its establishment (a partial 
year) its circulation was 12,500 copies; the 
next year 32,251 copies; this year 62,553 
copies (11,835 Bibles, 21,905 Testaments, and 
28,813 portions)—nearly a one hundred per 
cent increase. To accomplish this the Rev. 
M. B. Porter, Agency Secretary, had engaged 
in distribution 44 persons, 11 of them regular 
colporteurs under our own control, the re- 
mainder localagents or correspondents, some 
working for brief periods 
of time and others during 
the entire year. 
The bulk of the circula- 
tion of course has been in 
English, yet even on the 
Atlantic seaboard the for- 
eign invasion begins to be 
felt. Thirty-four languages 
and dialects are repre- 
sented in the Scriptures 
distributed, including Bo- 
hemian, Bohemian-Slovak, 
Lithuanian, Norwegian, 
Polish, and Slovak, names 
so familiar in the North- 
western Agency. The 
colporteurs spent 2,704 
days in their work, traveling 27,951 miles, 
visiting 29,657 families, of whom they found 
5,743 without Bibles, and supplying in addi- 
tion 6,713 individuals with Scriptures. 
_ This, so far as figures can show it, will 

give a sufficient impression of what the work 
of the year has been. For the rest, we can 
only let some of the colporteurs speak for 
themselves. One of them, Mr. Fitzwater, 
has been at work among the mines, sawmills, 
lumber camps, etc., of West Virginia, another 
among the fishermen and in the rural com- 
munities along the coast; a third in the moun- 
tain sections, especially of North Carolina ; 


; in 


another among foreigners in general; and 
still others among the general mass of the 
population, rich and poor, at home and among 
travelers. 

The Secretary, Mr. Porter, has traveled 
14,800 miles, visiting 55 churches and 13 
church courts, preaching almost every Sun- 
day and usually more than once, writing for 
the press, and pushing the Endowment Fund 
campaign, sending out for this purpose 5,000 
letters. All this reveals the fact that the 
region covered by the Agency, though not 
as populous as some other sections of the 
country, is yet filled with a great and di- 
verse population, requiring infinite patience,

wisdom, tact, and perseverance to deal 
with from the standpoint of a Bible distrib- 
uter. 

The southern seaboard contains a highly cul- 
tivated, home-loving, God-fearing, and rela- 
tively homogeneous people, living in towns 
and cities and on farms, having their own dis- 
tinctive characteristics. Mingled with them, 
however, in addition to the negro population, 
are isolated mountain communities, besides the 
newer colonies of foreigners and other special 
groups of people. It will take years to meet 
fully all their needs, but a thoroughly good — 
beginning has been made.

Let us listen to what the colporteurs have 
to say for themselves : 


Mr. Fitzwater tells of his work among the 
foothills of the Alleghanies: “‘I have been 
around to different plants and works. It is 
wonderful, both as to the amount of invest- 
ment here and the number of men employed. 
We have of foreigners, Italians, Hungarians, 
Finns, Polanders, Slavs, Greeks, French, Ger- 
mans, and Swedes. I see that these people 
have plenty of money at pay-day. I have sold 
some German Bibles and Testaments, but 
still have a few on hand. Not many Ger- 
mans, however, are here. I would like a few 
of both Bibles and Testaments in each of the 
foreign languages mentioned. I find Thomas 
and vicinity on the Western Maryland railway 
the wildest and yet the most businesslike 
place I have reached. Ihave visited Parsons 
(the second time) during court; Hendricks, 
Rosendorf, Moore’s Siding, Jobe, Whitmer, 
Horton, and Scott’s Siding. Nearly all of 
these towns have band sawmills, and the 
population would average about 300 each. I 
pray, talk, lecture, and preach to families, 
groups of men, at schools, and to crowds of 
boys, who seem to have a happy faculty for 
following me up and listening to my talks. 

“In a beautiful town of several thousand 
people and on a public day (Saturday) I made 
a talk on the Bible, and, to show the needs of 
a revival in Bible study, offered as a prize a 
nice Testament for the recital of the golden 
rule; although preachers were present, all 
failed. The next morning when I entered a 
large Sunday-school room I soon saw the in- 
terest astir. The superintendent of that Sun- 
day school had portrayed on the blackboard 
the golden rule, and was repeating it with the 
whole school, saying that the suggestion of 
the day before should not pass unimproved. 
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‘“ At the county Teachers’ Institute, where 
two or three hundred teachers were present, 
in my talk to them about the importance of 
the Bible in their work andthe sad neglect of 
its use, I offered a forty-six-cent Testament 
to any one of them who would rise and re- 
peat the golden rule, as stated in Matthew, 
and one teacher, after sevén trials had been 
made, won the prize.”’ 

During the year Mr.C.T. Beall, colporteur, 
has been laboring chiefly in the mountain sec- 
tions of western North Carolina. He has made 
Asheville and Marion his principal headquar- 
ters, and from these points has pushed out in- 
to the surrounding country, having labored in 
eleven counties and visited more than seventy 
towns and villages. He writes: “I had good 
success selling Bibles and Testaments during 
Presbytery to people of the surrounding coun- 
try who live in the mountains. I know of no 
other field that is as white for the harvest as 
this; there are so many children, especially, 
so eager to be taught and to love God’s 
Word. The people in the mountains are re- 
luctant at times to confess that they have no 
Bible in the house. I remember one home I 
stopped at. The woman said they did not 
have a Bible or Testament. I went down by 
the field where the man was working oxen, 
and he said they had both, and named the 
price which he paid for them, which I doubted. 
I sold one man a Bible who had been mar- 
ried ten years, and who said he had not had a 
Bible in his house until I sold him one. This 
man was the father of several children.”’ 


This is sufficient to show the general char- 
acter of the colportage work in the Agency. 
It is great, plodding toil, often in remote and 
small places, that will bear fruit in years to 
come. 3 


A Thousand Mile Journey ave a Bible 


HE Rev. Mr. Tucker sends us this inter- 
esting incident from Brazil: 


I was recently in the State of Sao Paulo 
where I had occasion to look after various in- 
terests of the Bible work, and gathered up a 
little information and a few incidents that will 
be helpful.

thought of God. He decided to start on a 
journey of about a thousand miles to Rio de 
Janeiro in search of a copy of this book, the 
Word of God. On his way he came to a small

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community where he meta small group of 
believers, with whom he spent a few days and 
from whom he learned the way of God’ more 
perfectly. Furnished with a Bible he again 
returned to his distant home, where he began 
to read the Bible and told of Christ to those 
he could gather to hear. The Holy Spirit was 
poured out upon them and the interest and 
work grew constantly. A colporteur went to 
visit them in December and brought back 
cheering news and a petition signed by thirty 
persons asking the Presbytery to send them a 
preacher. 

His account of his long journey and visit to 
that group of believers is of thrilling interest. 
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He says when he arrived in the village he 
found a congregation being guided by the 
Bible. He spent some days with them. The 
work has spread, and now members of the con- 
gregation come a distance of eight, ten, and 
twelve miles to be present at the meeting. 
Senhor Manoel told him that one hundred and 
fifty miles away there are persons interested 
through that first copy of the Bible that he 
brought to the village about three years ago. 
Some came twenty-five miles to hear the col- 
porteur speak and talk of Jesus and his salva- 
tion. Incidents of similar import are hap- 
pening constantly in this broad field of good 
sowing.

(South), and other similar bodies. Such 
gatherings are apt to be so overcrowded with 
pressing business that they can spare little 
time for any but the most vital matters and 
those for which they have a peculiar and di- 
rect responsibility.

By the courtesy of the China Inland Mis- 
sion we are enabled to present some pictures 
of Chang-sha, in illustration of our own re- 
port from Hunan province, of which it is the 
capital. These pictures are from “‘ Pioneer 
Work in Hunan,” by Adam Dorward, and 
other missionaries of the China Inland Mis- 
sion. It was at Chang sha that the apostle 
to Inland China, Hudson Taylor, died. One 
of his missionaries was the first European to 
visit this proudly isolated city, and others 
risked their lives to evangelize there. It 
gives some impression of the character of 
this province to say that there are eighty-two 
chief walled cities there.

sions in Pittsburg. Mr. Skala, after preaching, 
went out of the church with Mr. Gay, when a 
man, thought to be a half-crazed fanatic, named 
Rudowicz, without warning, shot him, killing 
him instantly. The murderer then turned his 
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pistol on Gay and shot him in the neck, in- 
flicting what was thought at first to be a mor- 
tal wound, but which turns out to be less 
serious, as he is recovering. 

Mr. Gay is a Hungarian whose ancestors 
have been trained in the Lutheran Church. 
He came to America twenty years ago, and 
after working in the mills at Johnstown, Pa., 
for two years, became a colporteur and mis- 
sion worker. He returned after awhile to his 
native village in Hungary, but America at- 
tracted him again, and he again emigrated to 
Pennsylvania, and for the last nine years has 
been in the employ of the Young Men’s Bible

Society of Allegheny County. During this 
timehe has sold 3,836 Bibles, 3,908 Testaments, 
and 3,653 portions, valued at $4,003.24. 

His value and influence as a colporteur can 
be estimated when it is known that he speaks 
eight different languages and dialects of cen- 
tral Europe and reads eleven. He is quiet, 
unassuming, pleasant, and devoted to his 
work—a brother much beloved. It is en- 
couraging not only to his own people but to 
native-born American Christians to know that 
such men are obtainable who give themselves 
without stint to the gracious tasks which have 
so nearly been ended by the bullet of a fa- 
natic. We wish Mr. Gay many years still of 
useful service for Christ. 
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On the inside cover page will be found a 
reproduction of the first page of a book 
that is valuable from its connection with the 
great missionary, David Livingstone. It is 
a part of the Sechuana version of the Old 
Testament made by Livingstone’s father-in- 
law, Dr. Moffat, and printed at Kuruman in 
1852. This old, worm-eaten volume, bound 
apparently in the blue pasteboard cover of 
another book, contains only the Pentateuch 
and a part of Joshua. It seems to have been 
taken by Livingstone from the press in in- 
complete form when he set forth on that first 
march across the continent, which opened the 
way for all later explorations in unknown 
Africa. 

In Livingstone’s private journal of the march 
to Loanda is this entry: 

“TI feel the want of books in this journey 
more than anything else. A Sechuana Penta- 
teuch, a lined journal, Morrison’s Fables, a 
Nautical Almanac, and a Bible constitute my 
stock.” 

This volume is the identical Sechuana Pen- 
tateuch named in the journal. Before Living- 
stone left for the return to South Africa he 
gave this book to Mr. Gabriel, the British 
Commissioner at Loanda, who had received 
him in his home after the terrible journey, 
and nursed him back to health. 

In 1885 Heti Chatelaine, founder of the Philo- 
African League’s mission at Lincoln, Angola, 
found the book in a heap of rubbish in a 
Loanda warehouse, where Mr. Gabriel’s goods 
had been stored, and saved it from being 
burned. Mr. Chatelaine died in 1908, and 
left in his will a request that this book, which 
he valued above any other possession, should 
be sold for the benefit of the mission he 
founded. It is hoped that it may find a pur- 
chaser in this country who will place it in the 
library of the American Bible Society or in 
some other appropriate collection. 

As the page reproduced shows, Dr. Living- 
stone used to write his name without the final 
e. “At his father’s request,’ Dr. Blaikie 
states in his ‘Personal Life of David Living- 
stone,’ “he later adopted the use of the miss- 
ing letter.’’

Tue Rev. H. C. Fucker, the Society’ s 
Agent in Brazil, has returned to this country 
on furlough, and will be here for some little 
time prior to his going as one of the repre- 
sentatives of the Society to Edinburgh to the 
World Missionary Conference.

Mr. Bryan has preached 
the Gospel in its simplicity and power to the 
peoples of South America, who have not been 
used to hearing such truths from distinguished 


public men generally.’ 


FOLLOWING the article in the April REcorpD 
which gave some data about Hindus in Cali- 
fornia, it is very satisfactory to record that 
Dr. Charles Stirling, who was a civil sur- 
geon in India, and his wife, a medical 
missionary for twenty-five years, are deeply 
interested in religious work among these 
children of the East in California. Mr. Mell, 
our Agency Secretary, is co-operating with 
them, and a large order for Scriptures in 
Hindustani, Punjabi, Hindi, and Urdu has 
been sent to London with the expectation 
that they can be well used. We shall soon 
have a new West Indies on the California 
Coast and in it men and women of our own 
Aryan race, our own kindred after the flesh 
whom God has brought to these/shores that 
we might give them his Word.

THE Texas Christian Advocate speaks a good 
word for the Society, and congratulates it on 
the successful conclusion of the Endowment 
Fund campaign. It refers to the fact that the 
‘Rev. Glenn Flinn reports for the Southwestern 
Agency almost $28,000 in cash and pledges, 
and continues as follows: 

“The American Bible Society is abundantly 
vindicating its claim to the help of the people 
of our section. Under its auspices during the 
past year thirty persons were used in supply- 
ing the destitute sections of our Southwest 
with the Word. Fifteen of these did work 
among our foreign population. The report 
of the Society’s secretary for the year shows 
that these workers actually spent 1,954 days 
in their work, traveled 22,430 miles, visited 
467 towns and villages, and 66,715 homes; 
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22,789 of these homes were found without a 
Bible and a large part of these were supplied. 
Over 26,000 Bibles, Testaments, and portions 
in twenty-nine languages were circulated in 
the Southwest, and nearly 7,000 of these were 
gifts. The visible results of this distribution 
have been the reformation of drunkards, the 
conversion of sinners, and in quite a number 
of instances the opening of effectual doors 
among the foreign population for the preach- 
ing of the gospel.

OuR readers will have before them this month 
a map exhibiting graphically the size and ex- 
tent of our Home Agencies and the cities in 
which the headquarters of each are situated. 
The Agency among Colored People covers the 
Southern States as a whole, it will be noted. 


WE present the usual table of receipts from 
four sources for the month of March as com- 
pared with March, 1909, and for the whole 
year from April 1, 1909, to March 31, 1910, as 
compared with last year. 

Looking at the latter it will be seen, with- 
out going into detail, that gifts from auxilia- 
ries to our regular funds have not been far 
behind what they were last year, but that 
church collections and gifts from individuals 
are more than $50,000 less than last year’s. 
gifts. .The balance against us is made up by 
the increase in gifts from legacies. The 
falling off in the regular receipts is undoubt- 
edly due to the efforts of churches and indivi- 
duals to meet Mrs. Sage’s offer.

Central Agency 


HE books for 1909 are closed; the record 
for another twelve months is written on 
high. In this brief résumé we are privi- 
leged to review some of the events and to em- 
phasize a few of the distinct features of the 
work. 
- One significant fact about scattering this 
precious Seed is that it blesses both the one 
who scatters and the one who receives it. ig 
have been repeatedly struck by the testimony 
of my co-laborers in théir monthly reports, 


in which they speak of the broadening of their 
own conception, and of their deep apprecia- 
tion, of the work of the Bible Society ; and 
they rehearse, with varying expression and 
degrees and great gladness, the blessings. 
which have come to their own souls. Often 
they are taken as ordinary book agents, and 
too often, be it said with shame, they are ac- 
corded the un-Christian and unkind treatment 
given to those persons. It is not strange, 
therefore, that God should compensate with 
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exceeding rich and wonderful blessings those 
who strive to give to men his Message of 
Love. 

Enlargement 

There has been a most gratifying enlarge- 
ment of our work during the past year. Our 
distribution shows marked increase. The 
sales at the office were 12,348 volumes; by 
colporteurs, 23,007 volumes; grants at the 
depository, 3,068, and by 
colporteurs, 3,362; or a total 
of 41,785 volumes. The 
circulation last year was 
24,115; this year 47,785; or 
an increase of 17,670—a 
trifle over seventy-three per 
cent. Our appropriation was 
increased last year $1,500, 
or twenty-one per cent, but 
our accomplishment was al- 
most three and one-half 
times greater than the in- 
crease in our resources. 
This is an indication that 
our work is showing a re- 
markable increase in econ- 
omy and efficiency in the 
using of the appropriation. 

Fifty-nine persons have 
been connected with the 
Central Agency as colpor- 
teurs and correspondents. Forty-five of these 
were men and fourteen women. Twenty-eight 
of these have labored exclusively among Eng- 
lish-speaking peoples, eleven have devoted all 
their time to foreigners, and twenty of them 
have served both English and foreign-speak- 
ing people. 

We are more than ever firmly convinced of 
the wisdom and profit of employing women 
as our representatives. Our colporteurs do 
most, though not all, of their work during 
the day, when only women are to be seen. 
Women, for obvious reasons, are often re- 
luctant to admit men to their homes when 
they are alone or when no male member of 
the household is present. Therefore, men 
are frequently denied an interview which a 
woman would have been granted. 

Again, our colporteurs are not merely book 
agents, but they are in the best sense mis- 
sionaries, representing a great religious or- 
ganization, whose work is spiritual. The 
perusal of the reports which they make re- 
veals, though only in a small measure, how 
constantly our men and women are asked for 
spiritual advice, give religious counsel, pray 
with the penitent, encourage those who lack 
faith, and recover those who have missed “‘ the 
way.”’ Womankind naturally and easily opens 
the heart to a sister, and this single fact fully 
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justifies the increased use of consecrated wom- 
anhood in our work. 


The Field 


We have done some work in every one of 
the nine states embraced in the Central Agen- 
cy, but our appropriation has not been suffi- 
cient to enable us to do justice to several 
fields which are the most needy. We have 
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thought it wisest to make a thorough canvass. 
of some states each year, going into every 
city and town and hamlet as far as possible. 
This is not the easiest nor the cheapest method 
of Bible distribution, but that it is the right 
one we are convinced. It would be more 
pleasant for the distributer, and less expensive 
for the Society, if the colporteur should only 
go to the large cities and the towns which 
are reached by railroads, and where com- 
fortable places of entertainment may be had. 
We conceive it to be. our duty to go not 
simply to those who need Bibles, but to those 
who need them most. 

It is both costly and unpleasant to push 
out into the country and to isolated hamlets 
in the mountains by carriage or bicycle, horse- 
back or on foot. But the Master spent hours 
out of his most busy life to talk with one 
woman, and our representatives know it is 
Christlike and profitable in the highest sense 
to push out into the fringes of the settlements 
to put the priceless Word into the shack of a 
lumberman, the camp of a sheep herder, the 
cabin of a prospector, or the lowly habitation 
of ahomesteader. But we have not neglected 
the cities. In St. Louis, for example, we 
employed ten persons this year: one Italian, 
one Russian-Pole, one Bohemian, one Ger- 
man, one woman to labor exclusively among 
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the poor, four deaconesses, and one American. 
Kansas City and Denver have also had a pro- 
portionate number of workers. 

Our colporteurs have visited 544 cities and 
towns, traveling upward of 23,929 miles, and 
made 49,095 visits. 

The criticism is frequently made that it is 
not necessary to send our agents to solicit 
among Americans, the assumption being that 
all native people possess the Holy Scriptures. 
I wish the facts discovered by our colporteurs 
warranted this assumption. It is always diffi- 
cult to determine whether a home possesses 
a copy of the Holy Scriptures. Sometimes 
people will say that they have a Bible when 
they really do not own one, because they are 
ashamed to confess that fact. Others will 
reply in the affirmative to get rid of the col- 
porteur, because they do not wish to purchase. 
For these and other reasons, statistics on this 
point are most difficult to secure. And yet 
our men report 7,902 homes with no Bible. 


Rediscovery of the Bible 
One of the most significant revelations of 
the year is the increased use of the Word of 
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God in churches, Sunday schools, and families 
and the organization of classes for Bible 
study. This has become so pronounced that 
it has been spoken of by a great religious 
leader as a “‘ Rediscovery of the Bible.” 


Executive Committee 

Our Executive Committee is composed of

terest in the work of the Society, and their 
sound business counsel is of great worth to. 
the Agency Secretary. At a meeting held 
February 2d they heartily and unanimously 
concurred in the wisdom of changing the 
title of this Agency from the “‘Central’’ to 
the Western.’”’ The Agency headquarters 
have been moved to the magnificent new 
building of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, corner Lincoln and Sixteenth Streets, 
where we have a fine suite of three rooms on 
the second floor. The new rooms are more 
pleasant and better adapted to our work, and 
are in the very heart of the city. 


Centenary of the Charleston Bible Society 


MONG the interesting centennials which 
have made notable these recent months 
none has been more important than that of 
the Charleston Bible Society. A large as- 
semblage filled “the Citadel Square Baptist 
Church, representing almost every denomina- 
tion in the Church, showing that the society 
throughout the past and at the present time 
has in its fellowship followers of all Protes- 
tant beliefs and ideals to carry on its work. 
The Rev. Dr. John Kershaw, rector of St. 
Michael’s Protestant Episcopal Church, pre- 
sided. The Rev. Dr. Alexander Sprunt, the 
minister of the First Presbyterian Church, the 
Rev. Dr. Peter Stokes, pastor of Trinity 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, the Rev. 
Thomas S. Knox, minister of the Westmin- 
ster Presbyterian Church, and the Rev. 
Thomas Law, for many years the Field Agent 
of the American Bible Society, took part in 
the services. The Rev. W. I. Haven, D.D., 
was present, bearing the greetings of the 
American Bible Society to this ancient auxil1- 
ary, six years older than the National Soci- 
ety. The principal address of the evening 
was delivered by the president of the society, 
Dr Kershaw, and was full of particularly in- 
resting incidents, covering as it did the ex- 
eriences in the early days of the republic, 
he trying experiences of the Civil War, and 
e activities of the present time.

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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE stated meeting of the Board of 

Managers was held at the Bible House 

April 7th, at 3.30 p. m., with President The-. 
ophilus A. Brouwer in the chair. 

The Rev. Dr. Alvaro Reis, Moderator- 

of the Presbyterian General Assembly of: 
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Brazil, conducted the devotional exercises, 
reading the twenty-third Psalm, and calling 
upon the Rev. H. C. Tucker, the Society’s 
Agent at Rio de Janeiro, to offer prayer. 

The chairman announced the death since 
the last meeting of the Hon. David J. Brewer, 
Vice-President of the American Bible Society, 
and requested the Secretaries to prepare a 
minute appropriate to the occasion. 

Gates W. McGarrah, Esq., president of the 
Mechanics and Metals Bank, was elected a 
member of the Board of Managers and as- 
‘signed to the Committee on Finance. 

The special committee on the Endowment 
Fund under Mrs. Russell Sage’s offer re- 
ported that the fund was entirely raised, and 
that Mrs. Sage’s representative had expressed 
satisfaction at the completion of this great 
undertaking. 

Grants were made to the Home Agencies 
of the Society amounting to $105,000, and to 
the Foreign Agencies, including the cost of 
printing abroad, amounting to $188,000. 

The Rev. H. A. Stimson, D. D., mentioned 
a striking testimony which he had recently 
received to the high character of the Rev. Dr. 
John R. Hykes, and the admirable manage- 
ment of the China Agency. 

In reference to the proposed revision of 
the Japanese version the Board of Managers 
expressed the opinion that the American 
Bible Society should provide one half of the 
expense of this revision. 

A grant was made of 27,000 Bibles and 
Testaments, valued at $3,527.50, to the Amer- 
ican Sunday School Union for use in the mis- 
sionary operations of that Society. 

It was voted to publish a special edition of 
100,000 copies of the Four Gospels in Span- 
ish bound together as a special edition for 
use in Mexico during the Centenary celebra- 
tion of the present year. 

The Secretaries reported the following con- 
signments of Scriptures to the Foreign Agen-
